1855 R. R. Guide Raises Question 

of Libertyville 9 s Exact Location 



Where was Libertyville Station lo- 
cated? 

This question arose recently when a 
subscriber brought to this office a 
booklet labeled: 

"Guide for the Penna. Rail- 
road with an Extensive Map in- 
cluding the Entire Route with all 
its Windings, Objects of Interest 
& Information Useful to the 
Traveler. 1855." 

The folder describes the country 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburg (then 
spelled without the final "h"), con- 
tains a map of the entire section. 

The present line from Ardmore to 
Philadelphia was built about 1852 and 
in 1855 the Philadelphia Station was 



11th and Market streets, the first 
station west was Hestonville, three 
miles from the terminal, and the next 
was Libertyville, six miles from the 
terminal. The next was Athensville 
(now Ardmore). 

But just where Libertyville was lo- 
cated no one seems to know. 

Officers of the railroad company 
listed in 1855 were: 

President, J. Edgar Thompson; 
vice-president, William B. Foster, Jr.; 
treasurer, Thomas T. Firth; secre- 
tary, Edmund Smith; general superin- 
tendent, H. J. Lombaert; chief engi- 
neer, Herman Haupt; solicitor in 
Philadelphia, Job R. Tyson; solicitor 
in Pittsburg, William A. Stokes. 



A petition, signed by six of the 
seven borough workers, asking for an 
increase on their present pay rate, 
was read in Narberth Council Monday 
night by Robert F. Wood, chairman 
of the Highway Committee. Action 
on the request was deferred until 
next month. 

The present rate is $22 weekly for 
laborers, $25 for drivers and $30 for 
the foreman, Thomas Civitello. In 
1932 before the men were given a cut 
in pay, the rates were ,$25 for labor- 
ers, $28 for drivers, and $35 for the 
foreman. 

Upon recommendation of Mr. 
Wood's committee, authorization was 
given to advertise for two separate 
sets of bids. One is for eighty-four 
streets signs to be erected in Nar- 
berth. The other is for a coupe-style 
automobile for the use of the borough 
with the specification that the make 
be Ford, Chevrolet or Plymouth. 

According to Mr. Wood the signs 
would be "erected by the borough 
laborers immediately after the end of 
the weekly ash collection in May." 

The Building Committee report 
showed but one permit issued in Feb- 
ruary, that to Linwood Sharp, 107 
Merion avenue, for a new roof to cost 
$200. During February Building In- 
spector George B. Suplee made 28 in- 
spections. 

A communication was read from 
Councilman Eugene H. Davis asking 
that showers be installed in the re- 
cently acquired property at 102 
Conway avenue. Mr. Davis held that 
the present showers are inadequate 
and insanitary for use of partici- 
pants in playground activities. 

Burgess John R. Hall and Borough 
Solicitor Henry A. Frye reported 
briefly on their recent attendance at 
the annual convention of the Associa- 
tion of Boroughs at Harrisburg. Mr. 
Frye pointed out, in particular, the 
tendency of the present State ad- 
ministration to centralize all forms of 
local government. 

The question of appointing a Bor- 
ough Planning Commission was in- 
formally discussed.

Driving a Privilege — 
Not a Right 

It is high time we realized that 
operation of a motor car on the 
public highways is a privilege— not 
a right. 

Every automobile is a potenti- 
ally lethal weapon. Properly used, 
it is one of man's most desirable 
mechanical servants. Improperly 
used, it is a terrible menace to the 
lives, health and property of 
everyone in the area it travels. 

Rigid training is necessary to ob- 
tain a license to pilot an airplane 
— yet, the plane travels empty air- 
ways where, generally speaking, it 
cannot endanger others. Locomo- 
tive engineers must likewise un- 
dergo years of arduous experience, 
and must prove their physical and 
mental competence and responsi- 
bility before being entrusted with 
a train — yet a train operates on 
tracks, and has no traffic conges- 
tion problems. Still, in most 
states, we allow anyone— whether 
he be competent or incompetent, 
careless or reckless, of good habits 
or bad — to drive a car on crowded 
arteries of travel, where the slight- 
est error of judgment may cause 
a death! 

It is an undeniable fact that a 
considerable percentage of the 
people now driving should either 
be. denied that privilege or forced 
to undergo a period of training to 
make them abler, safer car opera- 
tors. Some of these people are 
physically incapable of driving 
properly. Many more are mentally 
incapable, congenially incompe- 
tent, or reckless. And the toll is 
35,000 lives a year. 

Wo will never solve the accident 
problem until we adopt, drivers' 
licensing regulations that will keep 
the incompetent and reckless driver 
oil" the public roads. No man has 
a "right" to drive until he can 
show definitely that he is worthy. of 
the "privilege" bestowed upon him.

If one has the ad- 
vantage of a cold frame, Petunias, 
Verbena, Scarlet Sage, Stocks, Phlox, 
Ageratum and other varieties which 
require a long season, should be sown 
at once, as the earlier the seeds of 
annuals, which are to furnish the 
main summer display can be started, 
the earlier they will begin to bloom 
and the longer will be their season of 
beauty. In the past few years, a 
number of exceptionally fine varieties 
have been introduced, and the flower 
lover will be more than repaid by in- 
cluding some of them in the Garden 
of 1937. Among these are the new 
wilt-resistant Asters, in the various 
types and colors, making it now pos- 
sible to grow extra fine blooms with 
the least danger of wilt. The rust- 
resistant Snapdragons are most satis- 
factory, and fine displays of this popu- 
lar annual can now be had with little 
danger of rusting. Calendula-Sun- 
shine and Orange Shaggy, are both 
fine for cut flowers, as well as garden 
display. The new annual Canterbury 
Bells, if sown in May, will 
blooms in September, and are 
worth a trial; while the annua 
Delphiniums should also be included 
in the list. Of the several new va- 
rieties of Cosmos, the Golden Yellow 
Orange Flare is the most popular 
sort. The new variety, Sensation, 
which produces giant flowers, 5 and 
6 inches in diameter, in mixed colors, 
is a fine novelty. Marigolds have been 
greatlv improved, and a trial of some 
of the new varieties is suggested— the 
varieties Harmony, Dixie Sunshine 
and the Sunset Giants are recom- 
mended. No garden is complete with- 
out the new double Nasturtiums. This 
fine annual is now offered in both 
Dwarf varieties, and in 
For Gar- 
den Display, the Zinnia is hard to 
beat and varieties can now be had for 
the Border, Cut Flower and Garden 
Display; the most popular varieties 
being ' Liliput, California Giants, 
Dahlia Flowered, Fantasy and the 
Scabiosa Flowered varieties; 
which are worthy of a place 
1937 flower garden.
